REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 5,1 7, 
21-23 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the , 
specification none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combinations of limitations specified in the independent claims. As to claim 
5, the prior art of record does not teach wherein the ratio between the second bit-rate 
and the first bit-rate ranges between two and six. As to claim 17, the prior art of record 
does not teach wherein the ratio between the second and the first bit-rate ranges 
between two and six. As to claim 21 , the prior art of record does not teach wherein the 
stage of requesting is preceded by a stage of selecting the certain bit-rate in response 
to network unit related information previously transmitted from the network unit. As to 
claim 22, the prior art of record does not teach wherein the stage of requesting is 
preceded by a stage of selecting the certain bit-rate in response to bitrates of other 
network units that are coupled to the apparatus. As to claim 23, the prior art of record 
does not teach wherein the stage of requesting is preceded by a stage of selecting the 
certain bit-rate in response to the requests for transmitting information
